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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the term 'faceted" as 
used in the claim is a surface having multiple facets. This is not persuasive because it is noted that the feature upon which the Applicant 
relies upon are not recited in the rejected claim. Although the claim are interpreted in light of the specification, limitation from the 
specification are not read into the claim, see In re Van Geuns, 988 F.22d 1181. 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir 1993). Furthermore, it is 
proper to use the specification to interpret what the applicant meant by a word or phase recited in the claim. However, It is not proper to 
read the limitations appearing in the specification into the claim when these limitations are not recited in the claim; tnten/et America Inc. v. 
Kee-Vet Lab. Inc, 887 F.2d 1050, 1053. 12 USPQ2d 1474, 1476 (Fed. Cir. 1989).
